great city prison, Ba fin, with nothing 
but our ordtaary passporta wo set out, in 
theory reaoly, to niaintalo, like the 
European oa, @ neutral attitude, 
but determined to make a ‘struggle for 
lite," should such become necessary.

Death of Gen. Prin. 


It bas nor, unfortunately, been the fato 
ot General Prim to witness the completion 
of the priject to secure the cccupation of 
the throne of Spain. He hag falle 
tim'to'the bullets of the assassins, and the 
Spaniards are called to mourn the death of 
one of their chieftains while they are yet 
shouting an enthusiastic welcome to their 
new and youthful King.

Sin,—I beg to report for the Information of 
the Board, that have held the statutory ox- 
aminations of the Common Schools for the 
quarterly term ending December Slst, a8 fol- 
lowa:— 

Friday, December 16th, School No, 1, Prof. J 
Macoun,Teacher, Miss Shanks, Assistant, ‘The 
stute of this School fa very satisfactory; the at 
tendance is large, and the’ pupils; besides ex: 
hibiting amore than average proficiency in the 
common branches of learning, gave proofs of 
haying acquired a large amount of knowledge 
not generally obtalned In Common Schools, 
The teachiog in both departments Is eminently 
suggestive, and calculated to exercise the Judg- 
ment, and develop the higher Intellectual pow- 
ers, a8 well a8 to lmproye the memory; and 
at the 6ame to accelerate the progress of the 
pupllain the routine studies, by lavesting their 
lessons with an lotérest which prevents them 
from dragging or becoming tiresome, The 
reading, spelllog, grammar, geography, and 
arithmetic was very commendable, In writing 
the proficiency of the scholars did not appear 
to be quite commensurate with that displayed 
in the other studies, 


Tuesday, December 20th, School No. 5,.Mr, 
Joba Iewin, teacher, This School I found on 
the day of examination, as on every other occa~ 
sion ou which Dyisited It, in excellent order,the 
children quiet and attentive, and the teacher 
assiduous in the discharge of hls duty. The ex- 
amination of the school was very pleasing. The 
pupils, considering the tender age of most ot 
them, were well advanced in thelr learning, and 
thoroughly grounded In the lessons they had 
been taught, Thoaverage attendance for the 
quarter is 8U:17: 


Wednesday, December 21st, School No. 3, 
Mr.Stephen Pashley, teacher, Mies Rankin,As- 
sistant. In the Junior department this school 
Ia very full, and the children apparently making 
sufficient progress, Ino the senlor department 
the attendance Was very thin, there being only 
about 30 pupils present. The reading and spell. 
Jog of the senior classes In thie school was par- 
tleularly good, but the pupils did not exhibit 
an equal degree of advancoment In thelr other 
studies, 


Thursday Dec, 23nd, School No. 4, Mr. Wm. 
McKeown, teacher, Miss U. Urquhart, Assist- 
aot, I visited the junlom department of this 
School frst, and found Miss Urquhart with 65 
scholars of tender age, ln the basement story of 
tho old hospital building. The room has no 
celling; nothing but the bare jolats and the 
flooring boards to separate it from the room 
above, 60 that the shuffling of feet in the upper 
room, especially during the change of the 
classes, must bea great annoyance to the teach- 
er, and 4 serious impediment -te~tko udvanve- 
meotof hor scuolars, In my opinion, Miss 
Urqubart deserves great credit for the amount 
of knowledge she bas managed to {mpart to 
her pupils, under circumstances of such disad- 
vantage and discouragement, I haveto request 
the Trustees to furnish for her use a series of 
‘Lesson Oards,’’ the want of which she feels 
very much, 

The pupils in Mr, McKeown's clases, by the 
mapner lo which they went through their exer- 
cises in reading, spelling, the definition and de. 
rivation of words, arithmetic, grammar and 
geography, gave evidence of careful and efficient 
labor on the part of the teacher, and iudustry 
ood attention on the part of the echolars. As 
to No. 1, the writlog Is scarcely up to the level 
of the other branches, 


‘Thero were 67 scholars present In this depart- 
ment, belog @ total of 122 forthé whole. The 
general average of the school for.three months 
1s 139 73, E 
Friday, Dec. 23rdj School No. 2, Mr. N. Ver- 
milyea, teacher, Assistants, Misses Templeton, 
Ostrom and Scarlett. The exam{nation of this 
School occupied the whole day, from nine 
o'clock In the morolng till alter five in the after- 
noon. Commencing with the janlor (Mies 
Scarlett's) department, the examination of 
these little pupils was exceedingly Interesting, 
rom the readiness and accuracy with which 
they answered the several questions addressed 
tothem by thelrteacher and myself, Miss Scar- 
let's method and manner seemed well calculat- 
ed to arrest the attention and win the conf- 
dence of the children, never retaining them so 
long upon one subject as to allow them to bo 
come tired of it, and never permitting them to 
sit Idle, but while engaged ia teachlog one sec. 
ton of the class, giving the other a tew simple 
words, or the letters of the alphabet on the 
black-board to copy In the meantime, And 
really it was very pleasing (0 6e0 how correctly, 
neatly, and von elegautly somo of theso small 
children could copy the forms of tho letters on 
their slates, 
The classes of Misses Ostrom and Templeton 
Also showed Indications of good and careful 
teaching, concerning which I shall not at pros. 
ent enter Into particulars, ‘I'he examination of 
Mr, Vermllyea's own classes afforded me much 
satisfaction, though from the more advanced 
age and longer attendance at achool of many of 
the pupils, was prepared to expect, and exact 
tore from them than from thelr Juniors in the 
other schools. The writing la this school js a 
specialty, belng fully up to the degrao of pro 
ficlency of the other branches. Some of the 
female pupils also read somo pleces of poctry 
Ina vory pleasing manner. After tho exemin- 
ation was concluded, I had the pleasure of pry- 
soptiug several prizes, given by Mr. Vermilyea 
and Misses Templeton and Scarlott to thelr 
“general proficléncy,” "good com 
egulur attendance: I muy also 
mention that the pupils preasnted Mr, Vermil- 
yom witht several volumes of «poetry, and an 
address of gratulation, ond a similar address, 
with « beoutifal writiog desk, to Miss Scarlett,

A correspondent in Kingston, signing 
himselt “ Veritas,” sends the following to 
the Globe :-— 

Sun,—Alter a residences of twelve yours 
in the state of Now York, before, during and 
after the war, I left ‘the United States for 
England, my native country, in search of a 
more congenial climate, and these little 
creature comfurts we Enylish more than any 
other people pine afier. In my ubsence of 
two years rable over England, Wales, 
France, &¢,,T found that those countries 
Were quite as expensive, if not more so, 
than the United States, in spite of-her fear 
ful taxation, and that consequently my 
income (being a-limited one) would not 
suffice to support my little family. I bor- 
rowed from « friend £76, aud sailed imme 
diately for Canada Woest, and on referring 
to my account book, I tind at the end of a 
yearLshullhaye repaid £40 of the loan 
ain in possession of, £80 worth of furniture, 
besides having lived in comparative luxury, 
Inthis city (Kingston) the necessaries of 
life are 50 percent. lower thanin any other 
part of Europe. {n rural districts in Eng- 
land we pay 7d. and 9d, for meat, Is, 8d. 
and Is, 4d, for butter. In Kingston, the 
best market inthe Dominion, we buy ex- 
cellent beef for3}c. per lb. ; pork 6c and 7c. 
butter, 220. The immense advantage of 
Oanada over the United States, in my 
opinion, consists in the additional safety of 
life and property, of being able to procure 
all the necessaries and-iuxury of ‘any Euro= 
pean city (which you cannot in the United 
States,) of having your own Church to 
attend, and lastly, the great desideratum of 
living under 4 government thatall true 
Englishmen Canadians preter, (and yery 
properly so) to a foreign one. The Ameri- 
cans, usa people, willcompare favorably 
with any nationality, but my experience 
has satistied me there country so 
foreign to an educated Englishman as the 
United Statos, and no country where pre~ 
judice exists so intensely against Eugland 
and her people, and finally, no country so 
prejudicial to the moral principles of young 
persons.

Tho first locomotive introduced and work- 
ed in America, was ran upon the Delaware 
and Hudson Railroad, m the year 1828, and 
Hone’s Dale (named trom the late Phillip 
Hone) offered its friendly glen for the pur- 
pose of conducting the experiment. This 
locomotive, called the “ Stourbridge Lion,” 
was built in England, of the best workman 
ship and material and most approyed pattern 
of that date. The road passed out of Hones- 
dale by a sharp northwestern curve, with a 
the 


moderate grade, and was carried over 


Lackawanna by along hemlock trestling, 
considered too frail by many to support the 
great weight of the mysterious looking 
engine allready forthe hazardous jour- 
ney. 

As the crowd gathered from far and near, 
expecting that bridge, locomotiye and all 
would plunge into the stream the moment 
passage was attempted, no one dared to run 
the locomotive accross the chasm but Major 
Horatio Allen, who amid exultation and 
praise, passed over the bridge and a portion 
of the road in sufety, The engine, however 
was abandoned, as the slender trestling 
forming much of the body of the road, sufli 
ciently strong for ordinary cars, was found 
too feeble for ‘the weight and ware.’ 
Major Allen, in his account of this first trip 
of a locomotive on this continent, says; “ As 
I placed my hand on the throttle, | was 
undecided whether | would move slowly or 
with a fair deegree of speed ; but believing 
that the road would prove safe, and preler- 
ring, if we go down, to go down handsomely 
and without any evidence of timidity, 1 
started wiih considerable velocity, passed 
the curve over the creek safely, and was 
soon out of hearing of the vast assemblage, 
At the end of two or three miles I reversed 
the valye, and returned without accident, 
having thus made the first railway trip by 
locomotive on the western hemisphere,”

Food for Horses. 


A correspondent in Taunton, Mass,, who 
has had charge of a gentlemar’s stable 
containing some very fine horses (among 


them the celebrated Grand Duchess) for tei 


years, givesus his experience of foeding 
horses as follows :— 


Firat feed them with dry food if they aro 


sound, A borseshould moisten his food 


with tho secretions from the glands of the 


mouth, which will be more abundant with 
dry than wot food. Butif the borse has 
tho ‘ hoayos’ or is ‘ wind-broko,’ he should 
on no account be fed with dry food, Oats 
form the most natural and nutritious food 
for the horse. For keeping a borse in good 
condition, the amount of food given should 
be determined by the person baving charge 
of the animal basing his judgment on the 
gizo of the horse, also on the amount of labor, 
performed. My regular feed ia :—Oats, 3 
quarts, cracked coro, one quart in the 
morning and at noon. At 6 p. m, three 
quarts shorte,whioh isa simplo nourishment, 
and serves to keep the bowels regular andin 
goodcondition, Of course, the quantity 
should be varied according to the degree of 
exercise taken by the horse. 

“ Agofton as once a week, a change of 
food should be made—one feed of cut hay 
and meal, or cut bay with shorta will do. 
Carrots, given occasionally, will give a fine, 
silky appoarance to the coat. Musty bay or 
oats should never be given. Let the food be 
the best of its kind—it isin the end the 
cheapest.

Narrative of the Red River 


pedition, 


BY AN OFFICER OF THE EXPEDI- 
TIONARY FORCH, 


(From Blackwood for December.) 
Whilat two great powers were preparing 
for that fearful war which is now devastat- 
ing the provinces of France, a amall mili- 
tary expedition was being organized on the 
shores of Lake Superior for an adyance 
into the Red River Territory. The writer 
of this article has just returned trom Fort 
Garry, having taken part in the poany wild 
udventures by flood and field encountered 
during the recent march there, participat- 
ing in the excesmye {pil and constant, ex- 
posure entajled upon all ranks, during that 
curiously interesting Operation, It hi 
been determined upon in the springs and 
the circumstances which necessitated it 
may be briefly ggeribed as follows :— 


After many years.of fruitless negotiation 
between, Canadaand the Hudson Bay€om- 
pany, in which England acted as a sort of 
go-between, or mutual friend, it was ar- 
ranged, in 1869, that the undefinedcountry 
known as Rupert’s Land, together with all 
the territorial rights appertaining to the 
Company in North America, should be 
transferred to the recently established Do— 
minion of Canada for the sum of $300,009. 
That was practically the arrangement; but 
there was « three-cornered ceremony to be 
Gone through first, in accordance with 
which, those vast outlying portions of the 
empire were to be legally transterred on 
Peper to England, and then made over — 
by royal proclamation to the Dominion. 
The country had long been in the pos- 
ession of the Hudgon Bay Company, who

815 are brick, 427 stone, 1,817 frame, 1,469 
log.

it with grain, and of establishing them - 
selves in s country where rumour said that 
luxuriant crops were obtainable without 
either the laber of clearing it from timber 
or the cost of manuring it. 
The distance from Canada was so great, 
and the intervening difficulties were of 
such magnitude, thatit was Practically out 
of the power of farmers or of the ordinary 
class of emigrants to make a journey there. 
Unless, therefore, Government stepped in, 
and, by opening out roads and improving 
the almost continuous line of water com- 
munication existing between Lake Superior 
and Lake of the Woods, enabled the work- 
ing class to reach Fort Garry at a reason- 
able cost, the Red River country never 
could be settled by British subjects.

provinces through the columns of a pews- 
paper established under its auspices at the 
village of Winnlpeg,in the neighborhood of 
Fort Garry. 


As may easily be understood, this party of 
* | progress soon came into collision with those 
the country, giving birth to very angry feel— 
ings between the two sections into which 
public opinion thus became divided. As all 
the Canadians who had settled there, backed 
up by the press of Ontario, were on one side, 
aod the great mass of the French-speaking 
people on the other, the difference of opinion 
coinciding with the difference of origin, the 
, | parties quickly assumed a national sspect, 
and the priests endeavoured to give it a re- 
ligious one also. 

The Hudson Bay Company being governed 
by o Board of Directors in London, who were 
» | aloof from the direct influence of local feel- 
+ | ing, was first of the two divisions comprising 
the reactionary party to perceive that the 
time had arrived when they must choose be- 
tween withdrawing from their hitherto ob- 
structive policy with profit to themselves, or 
seolng their power to obstruct taken forcibly 
from them. A disposition on their part to 
treat for the voluntary surrender of their 
undefined and disputed rights soon resulted 
in a bargain being arranged in 1869 by which 
they were to receive the eum already stated, 
retaining possession of al] their forts and 
posta, together with a largo aereage of land 
id their vicinity. 

The Ministry of Canada, backed up by 
public opinion throughout the county, at 
once had a Bill passed for the establishment 
of a government in this newly-acquired pro- 
vince. We are warned by a French proverb 
that the first step in all transactions is a most 
{niportant one; and that taken by the Do- 
minion Government towards establishing 
their authority was no exception to the rule 
‘Their first direct step was to send forward 
surveyors to plot out the country into town— 
ships; and this was the actual circumstance 
that gave rise to the firat overt act of robel- 
lion on the pert of the French people there. 
Tho men employed upon this service, as woll 
as their assistants and followers, wero all 
either from England or from Ontario, and 
therefore seem to have thought thomaelves 
entitled to leok dowa with a sort of patron~ 
izing pity upon the half-breed race already 
occupying, or as many thought encumbering, « 
the soll there, Around these surveyors, a4 
round acentre, Were collected a small band 
of Canadians, who had followed in thelr 
wake, hoping to obtain largo grants of land 
aod make fortunes when the pow Govern 


mont was oatablishod, 

Tho people of the country were thor- 
oughly discontented at the cavalior way in 
which they bad been treated, as their will 
had never been consulted by any of the 
three partica who hud arranged tho terme 
ot transfer.

Tho surveyors were at work all through 
the autumn of 1867,and in prosecuting their 
operations frequently ran chain-lines across 
the farms of men whose Janguage could not 
speak, and with whom they had no feelings 
in common. A report soon got abread that 
the Canadian Government intended possess. 
ing themselves of all the land for the pur- 
pose of allotting it amongst the host of 
emigrants, who, ramour said, were to fol- 
low the establishment of the new order of 
things, A large proportion of farmers could 
produce no title deeds to the lands they 
claimed; many could not even assert what 
is generally recognized as the outward 
visible symbol of possession in such matiers 
namely, the factof their being fenced in. 
The country had never been regularly laid 
off for settiement ; but according as each 
successive settler ocoupied land, he had 
followed the example of those who had 
done so before him—that is, he nominally 
“took up” 100 acres, abutting with a nar- 
row frontage on the river, but fenced in only 
the fow acres nearest the water, on which 
he built his house, and which alone he 
placed under cultivation. In rear of this 
undefined plot of land extended the prairie, 
over which, toa depth of two miles with a 
breadth equal to the river frontage, the 
farmer exercised by custom a right of cut- 
ting hay. There was no market of produce ; 
as tho nearest railway station was about 
600 miles distant in the United States, the 
export of grain was practically impossible ; 
and there was no internal demand for it, as

Upon several occasions the law had been 
forcibly resisted with success; mon cen 
demoed to imprisonment in suits in which 
the Company was interested, had been re- 
leased from their cells under the walls of 
Fort Garry by a crowd of sympathizing 
friends, who had assembled for that pur- 
pose.

affairs in one respect, but then the work 
must be done, and the question arises, who 
areto doit? And this leads to the sug 

gestion, We must have some well organ- 
ized syatem of immigration in the firat ploce 
to supply the actual poverty of the labor 
market. We observe that boys are being 
imported into Ontario and Quebec, where 
there are plenty of poor boys already; but 
here we have no poor boys, and a couple of 
hundreds of them sent here would ngtonly 
bo & vast boon to the Province but the lads 
would grow upto find themeelyes in a 
country where pleaty and prosperity were 
their sure portion, Miss Rye, we observe, 
is still at her good work; will she be good 
enough to look over Oatano for once and 
come over and help us in Manitobat A 
bundred of her girls could flad employment 
within twenty-four hours, and receive 
higher wages than in any Province of the 
And tradesmen of every class,

French—the ardor of the population and 
the army cries for vengeance, displays no 
weakness—tho desire to struggle on to the 
last extremity becomes more energetically 
manifest; the avnihilation of the elements a6, 
of disorderand trouble at home iscom- 
plete, It is impossible not to admire this 
attitude of holding out—it deserves to be 
rewarded with success, but the triumph of 
France is not clear, The sympathy of the 
world is every day more and more return— 
ing to France, but sympathy will not drive 
away the Germans. Right in the begin- 
ning, Germany is plunging more deeply 
into wrong as the war is being prolonged,

It 
is not evident from whence relief can come 
now. Munteuffel threatens Havre, but 
»| many think Cherbourg is the place he has 
in his mind’s eye after dividing the French 
forces. A detatchment of his troops paid 
a flying visit to Dieppe, apparently to 
maiutuin the character of their omnipo- 
tence, to illustrate the meaning of @ ‘requi- 
sition,’ to force English and Americans to 
hang out the flags of their respective 
countries, to prove their inutility before 
active war, and to permit a foreign clergy~ 
man to appear in full canonicals to exorcise 
the Ublans. Nations at war do aot regerd 
each other as endowed with all the virtues 
under heaven, but why do foreigners fall 
into the error of regarding the Germans as 
barburians? To remove this doubt, a 
Prussian Officer said to me, 1s one of the 
reasons why we keep marching into France, 
The ‘army of the North’ bus, it is said, 
re-taken La Fere; nothing is to prevent it 
oxchunging fire with the enemy before 
Paris or tripping up the forces of Mantouffel. 
But the dashing general ia not forthoom- 
ing. 

Aller all, these events pale belore tho 
pivot of the campaign. Follow as you may 
tho explcits elsewhere, Paris compels you 
to witness bherdeeds and her sufferings. 
Orleans may de taken and re-taken, Amions 
occupied, wlien her defenders retreated 
alter « well fought victory, Rouen may be 
abandoned to toe invader for strategic 
reasons, but thu last act of the drama will 
be, and must be played at Paris, Thither 
the eyes of the world are turned and Oxed 
and there they will remain, tll the curtain 
falls. What then is the condition of the 
capital? According to my lutest communi= 
cautions, and from several triads on whom 
[can implicitly rely, politivially, the sitaa- 
tuation of Paria is beyond all praise. There 
aro no partias, no fire-brand olubs, thoagh 
oyery citizen 1s ubsolutely frew to speak or 
wate the thing he will.

The horses killed in the late battles before 
Paris, were at once skinned, and their 
flesh broughtinte the city.

Will Paris be bombarded This ques- 
tion is about as frequently asked as, 
“what's the news?” Some say yes, and 
immediately; others no. The German au- 
thorities deny being actuated in their delay 
to bombard, by any but military motives, 


a We may believe them, the capital of the 
~ elvihzed world has no claims upon Prus~ 


~ sian forbearance, Why then the delay? It 
is thought the besiegers are really not 
Teady, that they trusted to the investment 
of Paris for two months, and the expected 
famine and internal disorder, to reduce the 
city, and that the Krupp cannons are not 
sufficiently numerous to undertake so gi- 
gantica work. Then Trochu has go well 
advanced his line ot defences even beyond 
the forts, that fis enemy will find it no easy 
task to take them. It ia not considered, 
that the Prussians will rain in shells and 
grenades before silencing two or three of 
the forts, Many thiok they have not guns 
of sufficient ranqe to reach the heart of the 
city, and although they may pound down 
fome of tho ontekirts, the people have 
refuges elsewhere, How will the inbabi- 
tants take the bombardment? This ques- 
tlon is also among the uncertain. If they 
take it into their heade tu hold out, to die; 
{f it becomes fashionable to submit, they 
will doso. There may be some turn in 
popular feeling, that no one can dream of, 
the inspiration of a moment. In any case, 
the cannonading of Paris will secure for 
Prussia the concentrated bate of humanity, 
and may bring about o state ot things 
totally unforeseen, Not» week passes, but 
Something unexpected turns up; no one 
Can discount to-morrow in the progress of 
this war. 


The Prussians bLaye blundered in for 
warding fulse pigeon despatches to Paris. 
Every balloon that leaves the city, now not 
very often, brings o small not fall of 
pigeons. When o balloon falls into a party 
of Ublans, the pigeons are seized as caro- 
fully as the despatches. A balloon just 
Captured, its pigeons were set free, with 
Messages purporting to come from Tours 
tothe Paris Goveroment, anid describing 
the prospects of turther resistance as hope- 
leas, of tho dissatisfaction fult in the pro- 
vinces at the continuance of the war.

Municipal Loan Fund, 


From a statement just printed by tho 
Ontario Legislature, showing tho arrears 
due by each municipality to the Consolidat- 
ed Municipal Lean Fund, upto the 80th 
June, 1870, we find that the Town of Belle- 
ville and County of Hastings have paid up 
and do not rank among the defaulters.— 
The amount borrowed by Belleville was 
20,000, and on the 80th June, 1870, 
there was to the credit of the town in the 
Sivking Fund $12,269 68; showing the 
indebtedness of the town to that fund at 
the above date, to be $7,780 33, 

The amount borrowed by the County of 
Hastings was $157,600, and on the 80th ot 
June, 1870, had to credit in the Sinking 
Fund $81,/70 16, showing an indebtedness 
of $75,029 84. 


This same return shows the following

Secretary Fish to Resign. 


Senator Morton his Successor. 
Canadian Vessels Wintering in 
American Ports, 

Naw York, Jan, 10,—The ‘Tribune's’ Wash- 
Jogton despatch says: For several months past 
It bas beew kuown to the friends of Secretary 
Fish that he would retire as soon as a suitable 
successor bud been found, That person bas 
been fonod, and the change will bo made at the 
close of the presout Congress. Senator Morton 
will then be appointed Socretary of State, and 
the political reasons which a few months ago 
prevented bla acceptance of the Ri giiah mission 
will have been £0 modified that he will be 
enabled to accept, as bis successor will not

Take care of 


It isa lamentable fuct that a large ma- 
jority of our farmers losé as moch from a 
want of proper ‘cre of tools as trom the 
actual wear and tear of them. Repeated 
wetting and drying injures, sooner or later, 
any kind of wood work; the moisture 
getting into the cracks soon begins the 
work of decay. This may be prevented by 
the timely and occasional application of 
Much has been said and 
written upon the value of tool hou and 
it is for us to add our 
mite to the general collection: but provide 
ing the tool huuse is nor all.that should be 
done=the shovels, spades, aud forks are 
brought into the tool house with the dirt 
sicking tothem, and in that condition 
they rem&in through the winter, or watil 
All practical furm- 
ers know how much better a bright plow 
turns the furrow, how much easier it ia on 
the team and driver, and yet they will 
bring their ploughs and barrows in every 
fall with the dirt sticking to them, and 
allow them to remain in that condition 
until agnin wanted, much to thelr own lose 
and expense. There arc various mixtures 
which might be upplied to the iron to pres 
vent rusting, the cheapest of which is com- 
mon: grease, A better article may be formed 
by melting togethersix pounds of fresh lard 
and two of rosin, An old iron potia a good

Again in 1853, when the question arose 
with regard to the rights ofthe Americans 
to fvhain the Bay ol Fundy, Mr. Rush, the 
then only surviving Anerican Commissionet 
who took part in the making ot the treaty o 
1818, was appealed to, and stated that 
“They (the commissioners) meant no more 
“than that our fishermen whilst fishing in 
“the Bay of Fundy, should not go nearer 
“ than three milesof those small inner bays 
“oreeka,or harbours which are known to in- 
“dent the coasta of Nova Scotia and New 
« Brunswick.” 

It 1s also quite apparent trom the author- 
ities quoted by this writer, thatthe rights 
ofthe Americans were strictly prohibited 
from using our bays and harbors, except for 
tne purposes of repairs, shelter, and obtaining 
toood aul water. 

Our rights being quite clear on both these 
points, we trust that while our Government 
is moderate they will yet be jirm in main~ 
taining them intact. 

The “* St. Lawrence” part of the message 
is also ably reviewed, indeed this * bro 
chure’ should be in the hands of every one, 
und we trust theauthor or publisher has 
mace provision for its being placed on the 
counters of booksellers from one end of 
the Dominion to the other, as we consider 
it all amportunt that the Government of 
the country should haye a doanimous and 


use of, of being the fineat Province in the Do 
minion. The soil is of tho richest description 
and its extent la boundless. As far as the eye 
can plerce is the open prairio, covered with 
its luxuriant verdure,cattle and horses, revel 
ling, as Pat Conway says, “in grass up to 
theireyes.” The snow does not exceed six 
or.nine inches in depth, and animala can re- 
majn out all winter, owing to the height of 
the grass. Hay of good quality may be cut 
anywhere, Prairie chickens abound, and 
ducks and jreeas may be mowed down ; also 
the curlew and the golden plover—that is, at 
the mouth of the river and io the lokes.

Ontarios are stationed here, Half a mile 
from the fort is the village of Winnipeg, 
composed of thirty or forty very respectable 
buildings. 

“The mannors of the people are very primi 
tive, grinding thelr flour principally by wind- 
mills, and at home by the ancient qneron. 
Oxen, hitched up like horses to carts made 
entirely of wood, ure the principal means of 
Jocomotion, From the mouthof the river up 
for ninety or a hundred miles, up both rivers, 
the country Is only settled along the banks, 
no thickly aa to look like one continued street, 
So you see that there is but ® narrow strip 
cultivated, and that owing to the monopoly 
of the compauy, has discouraged the people 
fo much that they manage it Just enough to 
eke out an existence,

creasing rapidly, chiefly by immigration, and 
it was hardly to be expected that persons who 
were born in the British Islands or elaewhore 
could entertain the samo feeling for Canada 
as those born within her borders, Thoir loy- 
alty was divided,a strong love for their birth- 
place being mingled with the love which 
they bore to the land oftheir adoption, He, 
a8 8 native Canadian, had never known how 
dear to him was his Canadian home until tray 
elling in foreign lands; and he had no hesi~ 
tation in saying that here, in British Amer- 
ca, was growing up one of the finest people 
on the face of the earth, (Applause) The 
lecturer then went on to say that what was 
desirable for Canadians was the cultivation 
ofa national sentiment, which should bo 
taught by the parents to thelr children, He 
would say to the young ladies that » young 
man who was not patriotic would make but 
4 poor husband. (Applause.) Numerous in- 
stances of Canadian patriotism were then 
elted—notably the Canadians who left their 
employment in Chicago to join the ranke of 
volunteers and fight for their native land, at 
tho time of the Fonian raidin 1866.

Town Improvement, 


PRINGLE’S NEW SASH FACTORY. 


As a site for manufactures of various kinds 
Belleville has Jongenjoyed the reputation 
of being second to no town in Ontario, her 
natural and acquired advantages Leing such 
as are possessed by few, even of the great 
cities of the Dominion, Our manufacturers 
are, generally speaking, progressive men, 
who avail themselyes of all the improye-~ 
ments in machinery which offer increased 
facilities for the prosecution of their busi- 
ness, 

Animated by this commendable spirit of 
enterprise, Mr. A. N. Pringle bas lately fin- 
ished and gone into occupation of a hand- 
some two-story building on the west side 
of the river, a short distance below the 
Grove Mills, the shep which he formerly 
occupied haye been found too small for his 
rapidly increasing trade. 

The new structure 18 of frame, two stor- 
eys, and its dimensions are 46 x 76 feet, 
constructed in the most substantial manner 
and cost about $1,000, The machinery 
consists ofa large planer built by Mc- 

Kechnie & Bertram, of Dundas, Unt.,which 
planes plank, two feet wide, on both sides, 
tongues, grooves and beads all at the one 
operation; a moulding machine, which 
dresses three sides atonce; built by Rich-~ 
ardson, Merriam & Co., of Worcester,Mass,; 
one of OC, B, Rogers & Co.’s (of Norwich, 
Conn.) merticing machines ; sticker, blind 
slat tennoner, sash sticker, tennoning ma- 
chine, circular saws, etc., giving firat class 


unteers at the time of the first raid, envel- 
opes containing each awhite feather—a rather 
Suggestive emblem, (Applause.) An instance 
of patriotism which he thought unexcelled 
in the military annals of any country, was 
that of a man in the back country, who 
marched eash night 8 miles to drill and back 
again. (Hear, hear.) Tho Fenian raids had 
cost Canada a large amount of money; 
but their effect had been worth ten times 
their cost, for they had created a military 
spirit in our people, and had made us a de- 
fensively military power. [here were now 
40,000 men in the ranks of the voluntwors,and 
there were 100,000 others who had been 
drilled, and had learned to entertain a kindly 
feeling towards those who bore arms, and 
who were ready to take the fleld in in emer~ 
gency, At considerable length, the lecturer 
deprecated the exaggerations which had been 
Made of the severity of our climate, by which 
false representations, the character of Canada 
had been much injured abroad. It was also 
desirable that newspapers which contained 
articles depicting a gloomy future for the 
country should be kept at home, and not for- 
warded by the English mails. After a num- 
ber of interesting hints respecting the mode 
of giving a true representation of Canada to 
the people of Great Britian and foreign coun- 
tries, the lecturer proceeded to refer to the 
American war, Some people sald that if the 
United States attaeked us, we had better at 
once submit. Such a sentiment was unworthy 
of Cinadians. It was not true; and even if 
true, should not be uttered amongst us. Ex- 
perience had shown that nations animated by 
atrue spirit of patriotism, could never be 
conquered—witness Switzerland and Scot- 
land. The Southern States had, indeed,been 
conquered after a long and bloody struggle ; 
but their subjugation was due to thelr having 
to begin de nove; the manufacture of war 
materials of all descriptions—in many cases 
having to rely upon capturing arms from their 
enemy to furnish their new levies with the 
necessary armament. Besides the sea was 
controlled by the North ; the Mississippi ran 
through the heart of the Confederacy; and 
the armies of the North had a hundred lines 
of retreat open to them when defeated, 
Had the South been equal to the 
North on the the battle of Bull's 
Run would have been the last of 
war. When \ cClellan was defeated in the 
seven dayw' battle, he fell back to the James 
River, under the guns of the fleet, Defeated 
on one element, he asserted his supremacy on 
the other. If he had not been able to do ao, 
the result would probably have been as at 
Sedan. When,in Georgia, Johnston decoyed 
Sherman into the heart of the country and 
his communications were cut by a rapid 
movement of Hood, he, instead of having to 
turn and fight his way out, had only to march 
to the sea to secure a new base, Now our 
position was different from the South in these 
respects; Our population was about equal, 
but the British fleet gaye us command of the 
sea; Groat Britain would aupply ua with any 
amount of arms and ammunition; and, if we 
had 1,500 miles of frontier, 6o had the 
Yankees, and in addition the whole southern 
frontier, (Loud upplauge,) And they would 
have but one line of retreat, while we had 
our wilds behind us In 1812, when our 
population was little over 100,000 and that of 
the States 10,000,000, our fathers defeated 
the Yankeos, and compelled Hull to surren- 
der Dotroit, (Applause,) There was 4 nation. 
al feeling in the brencts of Canadians, a8 was 
evidenced by the holating of the Union Jack 
at Fort Garry by Dr, Schultz and other Can~ 
adians, ono of whom had rendered up his hfe

‘The first overt act of resistance ‘in 
October, 1869, when Ricl, followed by a 
few baif-breeds, warned a surveying party 
to desist from their work, and insisted on 
their camping out of the district where they 
Were employed.

AMr. William McDougall had been se- 
lected by the Dominion Ministry to be the 
Lieutenant Governor of the /newly-ac- 
quired province, It was a most injudici- 
ous Appointment, as every one who knew 
that gentleman was perfectly aware at the 
time.

Synod of Ontario, 


As many of our readers are interested in 
the proceedings of the special meeting of 
the Church ot Eagland Synod ef Ontario, 
held in Kingston on Thursday, January 
2th, for the purpose of electing a Coad- 
jutor Bishop to reside in Kingston, in con- 
templation of the remoyal of Bishop Lewis 
to Ottawa, We copy the tollewing trom 
the Kingston News ;— 


‘Before the organization Synod services were 
heldat nine o'clock in St. George's Cythedral. 

“There wore many clergymen and lay dele- 
gates In attendance but not many of the general 
public, After the preliminary proceedings, and 
an address by the Bishop, the question of ap- 
pointing a Coadjutor was brought up on 4 reso- 
lution and warmly discussed on both sides, 
The Synod adjourned at twelve o’clock and mot 
again ot three, It was thought at the morning 
session, from the opposition thht was manifost- 
ed, that no Coadjutor would be appointed. 
When the Synod mot at three the discussion 
Was resumed, and there wero many spectators 
in attendance. 

‘An amendment wasmoved to the effect that 
it was desirable to appoint a Ooadjutor Bishop 
with a view toa division of the diocese, This 
was voted down by 25 to 36 clergy, and 10 to 20 
of tho laity. 

The original resolution was attempted to be 
withdrawn by Mr. W. B, Simpson, the mover; 
and after a little confusion a motion to adjourn 
sine die was put and carried. 

“After the fallure of the proposal to elect a 
Coadjutor,Bishop Lewis expressed his regret at 
the resolution not having been carried, because 
the division of the diocese (to which he ex- 
pressed himself favourable), was now more 
remote than before, 

“ The Synod adjourned at half-past four."

Unfor-— 
tunately for the country, he was just at thia Fy 
critical moment struck down by severe 
illness, and the general management of 
affairs devolved upon Sit George Cartier, — 
the leader of the French’ Conservatives. In” 
early life) he bad played a minor part in” 
the Canadian rebellion of 1887, when he 
had/actually borne arms against the British 
Crown—a crime which, in the opinion of 
hia political opponents,” his subsequent — 
loyalty has not sufficed to wipe out, This 
tended to prejudice many against him; for 
it was considered natural chat, having b 
once himself a rebel, he should sympathize 
with rebellion wherever be met it. That ‘ 
“foul dishonouring word” is, however, 
regerded very differently bya man of — 
neither birth, wealth, nor position, when : 
seeking for political notoriety, and whenhe 
has succeeded and is in the Ministry also. 
But this well-known truth was forgotten, 
and he was generally regarded asa par~ 
tisap, and anxious to play into the hands of 
Messrs. Riel, Richot & Co, 

Sir. G. Cartier, although a poor debater 
and of yery ordinary ability, is afcreditable — 
speeimen of Canadian men, His greatest — 
enemy dare not question his honesty, 
Others have become rich inthe manage- 
ment of public affairs; but ho is still, com- 
paratively speaking, a poor man, He isa 
firm {rietid and a good hater. His ordinary 
promise is more to be relied upon than the 
oath of his contemporaries, and he is 
hard working public servant. To accu: 
him of descending at times into the lowe. 
depths of jobbery and political trickery, is 
merely to accuse him of being a Canadian 
politician. Ia England we are prone to 
gramble at the misdeeds of Downing Street; 
but only purity and virtue emanate from 
that dingy locality when a comparison is 
instituted between the politioal morality of 
England and that of Canada; and the Tatter 
is in its tarn litle short of perfection when 
judged side by side with the corruption 
pervading every department of political 
and municipal government inthe United 
States, Sir George Cartier had ontered 
Parhament in early lite, and was soon re-— 
cognized as the leader of the French Cana- 
dian national party, a position Which enabled 
him at oll times to command about 60 votes 
in the House of Commons, With sucha 
following, it is easy to understand how he 
has been able for many years back to main- 
tain himvolf in a prominent position in pub- 
lio life. Many who ought to know assertthat 
nt heart be has no reallove for the Roman 
Catholic priesthood; these may, perhaps,be 
his private foolings, but in publio ho has to 
bow bofore it, It isa lover of mighty power 
in the Province of Quebec, and, by doing 
political jobs for it, ho"sooures its influence.

but little opposition, still the Government 
policy, a3 expressed by 1t, was denounced 
by all the leading and all the independent 


English newspapersin Canada as altogether 


in the interests of the French rebel party, 


Tho £300,000 was paid to the Hudson 
Bay Company; and the Queen's proclama 
tion transferring the whole North-Western 
territories to the Dominion was shortly to 
be issued. 

The Imperial Government consented to 
co-operate 1D the military expedition to 
the Red River; and the strength of the 
force was, after lengthened telegraphic 
correspondence, fixed at one weak batta 
lion of regular infantry, two battalions of 

Canadian militia and a small detachment 
of Royal Artillerymen and of Royal Engin- 
cers; about one fourth of the total expense 
was to be defrayed from the Home ‘Trea - 
sury, the remainder to be paid by the Do- 
minion. Colonel Wolseley, then on the 
Staff in Canada, was appointed to com- 
mand it, and its organization and equip~ 
ment were rapidly being pushed forward, 
Having given a rough sketch of the 
political events that rendered necessary the 
despatch of a military expedition to the 
Red River country, we shall now endeavor 
to give s goneral description of the region 
to be traversed, and of the difficulties to be 
overcome by it, reserving for another arti 
cle an account of its organization, and of 
the manner in which it fulfilled its mission, 


A glance at the map of North America 
will shew the reader that lying west of the 
inbabited provinces of Canada are Lakes 
Huron and Superior, They are united by 
the St. Mary River, of about fifty miles in 
length. A canal has been constructed on 
the American side of the river, by means 
of which vessels can ayoid the rapids on 
that river and pass easily trom lake to lake, 
Taking therefore Toronto, the chief town 
jn Ontario, asa starting point, a travoller 
wishing to reach Fort Garry through Brit- 
ish territory, would go by rail 94 miles to 
Collingwood, and trom thence by steamer 
534 miles to Thander Bay, via the St. Mary 
River Canal. The waters of Lake Super 
jor and its tributaries flow into the Gulf of 
St. Lawrence, whilst those of Lake Winni- 
peg empty themselves into Hudson Bay, 
‘These two water systems are separated by 
a line of rugged hills which approach to 
within about 80 milea of Thunder Bay, the 
lowest pass over them in that locality being 
about 839 feet above Lake Superior. 

Some yeara ago a route had been explor- 
ed from Thunder Bay to Fort Garry; and 
& scheme was laid before the Canadian 
Parliament for improving it, by the con- 
struction of canals, dams, and short roads, 
for facilitating the navigation of the lakes 
and rivers that lay along it, and for estab- 
lishing land communication between them. 
‘The first link in the chain was to be a road

ed upon,although they are said to be truthful 
and honest. They are polygamists, and 
the morality of their women is not of a 
high order, They are very 1mprovident, 
and cannot be induced to lay by provisions 
in case of Want, so that a winter seldom 
passes that some do not die from starvation, 
‘As they are all armed and capable of great 
endurance, and as the country generally is 
a network of lakes, where they can go in 
any direction for hundreds of miles in their 
light canoes, they might cause endless 
trouble and great loss to any military force 
seeking to push its way through the country 
withont their permission. 

They expect to be well paid by travellers 
1n presents of provisions ; so their prosonce 
along the line of route added to the difil 

culties to be overcome, as all such presents 
would have to be carried by the troops,and 
every pound of extra weight was a serious 
matter, 

For the conveyance of provisions and 
stores between Thunder Bay and Sheban 

dowan, a considerable transport corps 
would be required—all the material for 
which would have to be sent there in steam- 
ers, aa also the forase required for the ani: 
mals, for neither hay nor grass was to be 
had on the spot. 

In fing, to get a miltary force to the Red 
River, it was necessary to send it complete 
with all warlike appliances, and with at 
least two months provisions, through a wil 

derness fora distance of above 600 miles, 
no supplies of any description were obtain- 
able, It was no wonder, therefore, that 
eur Government paused, and considered 

well before they committed any of Her Ma- 
jesty’s troops to an operation beset with 
such difficulties, and where any serious 
mistakes on the part of those whe cenduct- 
ed it would most probably have led to dis- 


astrous results,

How to Load a Wagon. 


Some three or four weeks ago the ques- 
tion was asked through the columns of 
the Rural New-Yorker whether a wagon 
should be loaded heavier on the hind than 
on the front wheela, Your reply, though 
not asserted to be conclusive, implied that 
the load should be equally distributed. I 
propose a scientific elucidation of the 
subject, which will prove that the loud 
should be heavier on the hind wheels, in 
the proportion of their diameter to the 
diameter of the front wheels, 


of about 29 miles—from Thunder Bay to 
Dog Lake—by means of which the difficult 
navigation of the Kaministiquia River was 
to be avoided. 


Little attention was, however, paid to the 
subject until 1868, when the road was 
begun, In the following year a better pass 
over the hills than that by Dog Lake was 
discovered, necessitating, however,a length- 
ening of the road from Thunder Bay to 
about 48 miles. As the word “portage” 
will frequently be met with in all narratives 
of North American travel, the reader should 
remember that it means a break in a chain 
of water communication, over which can- 
oes and stores have to be carried on the 
men’s backs. 


The new route was, therefore, 48 miles by 
road through the forest to Shebandowan 
Lake, and from thence about 810 miles by 
rivers and lakes (with about 17 portages), 
to the Lake of the Woods. Some ef these 
portages were more than a mile in leagth ; 
and when it is remembered that all the 
boats aud stores, &c., &c., required for the 
Expedition, hud to be carried by the sol- 
diers over these breaks in the nayigationjan 
idea can be formed of the physical labor 
which such an operation would entail.— 
From the Lake of the Woods to Fort Garry 
was about 100 milesin a straight line by 
Iaud, butthere was only a road made for 
about 60 mil.s, the unmade portion being 
laid out over most difficult swamps. If 
therefore, the troops could not sdvyance by 
that route, us was subsequently found tobe 
the case, the only other Way of reaching 
Manitoba was via the Winnipeg River, the 
Mavigation of which was known to Le so 
difficult and dangerous thut none bne ex- 
peérienced guides ever attempted it.

1t was his duty as Mayor to act as a Director 
of the Belleville Gas Company, He would 
say that the Gas Company was never in so 
prosperous a condition as it now is, and the 
stockholdora were realizing handsomely, 
Thig prosperity was likely to continue, as it 
Was probable that arrangement would soon 
be made with the Government for the supply 
of gas to the Deaf and Dumb Asylum, where 
a large quantity would be consumed, It was 
also probable that the pipes would soon be 
lald to the railway station.

For more than three long months, Paris 
and ber two millions of souls have submit- 

ted to moral and material privations of 
which history can afford no parallel, and 

the inbabitants-haye had no doubts, no 

weakness, They have astonished the world 
but must have astounded themselves. A 
city whose activity might be felt in the 
most distant parts of the globe, decided to 
live imprisoned within its walls. Paris 
wished to resist, and she has become im- 
pregnable; she has resolved to struggle, 
avd found within herself the ele- 
ments of a veritable army, she has fabri- 
cated Chassepots and manufactured can~ 
nons, she awaits the end with confidence, 
but without fear, and if she does not suc— 
ceed, it will be necessary hereafter to re~ 
commence, that’s ali. 


To describe the passsing events of the war, 
would be by the time my letter arrived, 
possibly like -writing a chapter of ancient 
Uietory. But there are some fixed points 
in the struggle, that may, be taken as in- 
dices of ultimate results. Trochu’ by his 
patient energy;and resolve to act cautious=— 
ly, has oot only fortified Paris with new 
aoc heavy cannon, but made the city im- 
pregnable, He has created an army out of 
materials that in September last were con= 
sidered too contemptible even for a laugh ; 
while his troops have been increasing by 
the force derived from organization, the in« 
vesting army has remained stationary. 
Not content with having placed the capital 
beyond the reach of attack, the Frenoh 
out-worka are being ao rapidly advanced, 
that-shells will soon fall in Versailles. 
Strange revulsion of chances, Versailles 
bombarded before Paris, and all the glories 
of Germany forced to decamp to St. Ger- 
main. There was much natural anxiety to 
ascertain how the Parisians would take the 
news of the defeat of the army of 
the Loire. They have received the mis- 
fortune like men, and it bas only made 
them more determined to resist. They 
cippot divest. themselves of the belief, 
that all France cannot fail to bring succor. 
There are camps at Conlie and Bordeaux, 
at Lyons und here—men are in swarms, 
and are being drilled at 4 railway speed. 
Assuming that it takes three months at the 
very least to make a soldier,cach week that 
elapses frees thousands of men from that 
Chauzy, the best general 
yet turned up by the force of circumstances, 
is even in his very retreats making armies. 
His troops are becoming inured to the 
hardships of campaign life, he is drawing 
the enemy deeper into the country, diffus— 
1og his army, necessitating reiaforcements. 
These the Fatherland can give, but how 
long the drain will be unmurmuringly ac: 
cepted, it is for German patience to decide: 
Rest assured France will produce the Inst 
man to continue the strife, to weary ond 
herrass the invader. It is only speculation 
to consider can the Prussians occupy the

man to atand io upright. A smooth 
and geod ventilation are necessary, 
the floor a little should 
spread every secoudt day, after 
that previously used. A compartment 
abour two anda halt feet square should 
be assigned to each goose for laying und 
sotting, and when ove 18 hatching, the 
gander and other geese must be shut out 
from her. Wherever a Toulouse goose 
Jaya her first egg, abe is very portinacious 
in there depositing the remainder. The 
Toulouse goose is a very good layer, but 
rarely requires to sit; aud if she docs, is & 
yery bad mother, When laying geese are 
“kept together, and thoy are liable to in- 
terrupt oach other, remove the eggs daily, 
and mark on each the day it was laid. 
They will continue good for three weeks, 
but the freshet eggs should be sat upon.

The Lumber Trade. 


The trade in the products of our woods 
and forests -chief among which stands 
pine, in the shape of squared timber and 
boards—has long formed a large item in 
the exports of Canada, Though immense 
tracts of country have been denuded of their 
choicest timber by the annual operations 
of the lumbermen, the forests of the Do- 
minion are still capable of producing a 
great amount of pine timber, Any fact, 
therefore, affecting a business which con- 

‘stitutes so large and important an adjunct 
to our progperity, must be of interest to a 
great portion of the community. Albany 
market, as the mart where our lumber mer 

chants chiefly flad a ready sale for ther 
manufactured lumber, is supposed to lead 
Quotatioas and guide our manufacturers in 
their operations. 


In the annual review of the Albany 
Argus, we find, in reference to the lumber

In 1869 the Home took 
nearly eight thousand dollars in premiums 
here. The Company was well known,hay- 
ing carried on business in this country for 
many years, and it enjoyed the confidence 
of the community generally. This arose 
partly fromthe usual promptitude in the 
settlement of claims, and partly trom the 
large capital ot $1,000,000 which it adver- 
tived, but never possessed. Now it turns out 
that this Home, which was thought to be 
so wealthy and honorable a corporation, 
was, utter all, forsome time past, at least, 
nothing else than a hollow swindle, In June 
last, owing to some exposures by the press, 
it was found necessary to reduco its pretend- 
ed capital by one-half, or to $500,000.

DEAR Sin,—Having given you a few of 
my views on the proposed route, allow me 
again to encroach on your columos with a 
few of uy ideas which may be of importance 
to the projectors of the scheme, and give a 
little more light to those who are unacquaint- 
ed with the resources of the country through 
which it Is to pass, and the trade which it can 
command, I would algo say ‘tat what you 
get from my pen Is collected from actual ob- 
servation, not from maps, which very often 
lead those who trace them atray, 

Within tho past few days I have driven 
through the country, crossing and re-crossing 
the line of the proposed route, commencing 
at Hastings, to Peterboro, Lindsay, Beaver- 
ton and Orilla, on to this point, which is 
within fifteen miles of the proposed terminus 
Between Lindsay and Georgian Bay shore is 
‘a fine tract of agricultural as well as lumber- 
ing country, dotted all through with Saw 
and Grist Mills, some of which are the most 
extensive in the Dominion, The firm of 
Dodge & Co,, employ not less than one thou 
men in the thuber and lumber trade 
through the Muskoka district, and their trade 
alone would go far towards making the un- 
derthking a puying one, and your readers 
will bear ijn mind this 1s only one firm, and 
nearly all their timber and Jumber for Oawego 
would go through Belleville, as it is the most 
direct and advantageous route ; this is plain, 
from the fact that one tug can tow from five 
to seven barges loaded with timber acroas in 
Jess than One-half the time the same number 
of schooners, which require about five times 
the number of hands, would take In running 
from Toronto to Oswego.

Earl Granville’s Reply to the 
Address of the Assembly. 


It will be remembered that the House of 
Assembly at its last session concurred in 
an address to the Queen, asking to have 
the Act of Confederation so amended as to 
prevent in future any interference in the 
financial arrangements which had been 
entered into between the Provinces prior 
Confederation, which @rrangement was 
embodied in the Confederation Act. The 
reply to that address has been laid betore 
the Ontario Legislature, and is as follows 
DowWNING Street, Feb. 19th, 1870. 
“Stx,—I have the honor to acknowledge 
the receipt of your despatch, No. 6, of the 
Alth of January, forwarding an Address to 
the Queen, from the Legislative Assembly of 
the Provines of Ontario, praying that Her 
Majesty would be Braclously pleased to cause 
& measure to be submitted to the Imperial 
Parliament for the purpose of removing all 
colour for the Ausumption, by the Parliament 
of Canada, of the power to disturb the finan- 
clal relations established by the British North 


America Act (1867) as between Canada and 
the several Provinces 


“You will be #0 good as to inform the 
Assembly that thelr Address haw been laid 
before Her Majesty, who has been pleased to 
recelve the same very racloyaly 

"The British North Amorioa Act (1867) 
embodied the terms of Confederation agreed 
upon, through their representatives, by the 
different Provinces in tho Union, and Her 
Majesty's Government would not feel junti- 
fled in proposing to the Imperial Parliamont 
to deprive the Parliament of Canada of any 
power which that Act haw assigned to them,

The following receipt fer manufacturing 
4 disinfectant is worth preserving, because 
many of the ingredients can readily be pro- 
cured inany part of Canada. Pino cones, 
juniper berries and tar,are readily procured, 
‘The efficacy of the disinfectant was tried at 
Moscow during a visit of the plaguo in 
1771, The Government experimented on 
the criminal class. They were turned to 
practical use, because instead of being 
hanged or beheaded they were sent to the 
plague hospitals with a view of testing the 
efficacy of the disinfectant thoroughly, It 
was determined at the close of the year 
1771 that ten malefactors under sentence of 
death should, without undergoing any 
other precautions than the fumigation of 
the powder, be confined three weeks in a 
lazarette, be laid upon the beds and dreased 
in the clothes which had been used by per- 
sons sick, dying, and even dead of the 
plague inthe hospital, The experiment 
was accordingly tried, and none of the ton 
malefactors took the disorder. The fumi- 
gative powder was prepared as follows : 
Powoex OF THE FineT STAENOTH.—Take loaves 
of juniper, juniper berries pounded, of oach six 
pounds; common galtpetro pounded, ight 
pounds ; sulphur pounded, six pounds; Smyrna

In moving those resolutions, the Dr, said 
he huddone soin behalfof the original 
settlers who had some years ago gone into 
the back townships of the province, to sook 
homes for themselves ond their families, 
and had strogglod hard against all the priva- 
tions and difficulties incident to early sottle- 
ments. While doing this for themselyes, 
they had demonstrated the fact there were 
portions of our back country fit for settlement 
and that a large population could sustain 
itself there by agricultural pureu He 
stated in reference to the North Riding of 
Hastings, that it was one of the largest 
Ridings in Ontario, consisting of 24 survey- 
ed Townships, being about 100 miles in 
length from north to sonth, and about 25 in 
width from east to west, while a few of the 
front Townships contained fair agricultural 
lands, Immediately to the rear of those, 
the mineral portion of the country is reached, 
which is rough and broken, aud 
uninviting to the agricultural settler, but 
further to the north there are several 
Towoships containing good tracts ot land.

The army of the North bas had to retreat 
{rom Amiens, where it fought fairly and 
Was initiated into the miseries of a Moscow 
campaign. Ic now occupies a position be 
hind Arras, and Manteuffel looks as if 
resolved to follow it up and strike a final 
blow. It victorious, the army must either 
Surrender or crossinto Belgium, Arras may 
by this have fallen into the hands of the 
invader; Geoeral Faidherbe bas had to 
leave it to shift for itself. Tho arsenal is 
well stocked, and the defences will enable 
the Germans to defend their position and 
cover Amiens if not Rouen. In go far as 
being able to march to the relief of Paris, 
Faidherbe may be omitted from such cal 
culation, Manteuffel’s future movements 
must depend on the extent of his reinforce- 
monts. If numerous, and troops are being 
drawn in from out-lying places, it is very 
probable he will continue the offensive up 
to Lille, At Le Mans, General Chauzey and 
the Duke of Mecklenbourg will meet again 
in a tew days, as both combatants are, by 
this, rested and reorganized, after the bat- 
tling slong the Loire, This engagement 
promises to be of a decisive character. The 
Duke has the odds against him in numbers 
and position, but he cannot allow Chauzey 
to break away to Paris. Prince Frederick 
Charles, about Orleans, is keeping an eye 
on Bourbuki and Garibaldi, who Appear to 
threaten General Werder and the German 
communications on the east. The Princeis 
sadly in want of nid, and Southern Ger- 
Many is rapidly sending torward troops. 
Thus as briefly as possible is the situation 
of the three sources of relief organized for 
Paris,

The clubs of Paris are becoming amus- 
ing, will it be surprising to add, useful 
also. In this latter sense, they have adopt- 
ed the fashion of seeking out, and de- 
nouncing all citizens who shirk from the 
duty ot dying for their country. They are 
amusing; some have decreed, that the 
duties of ministers, officials of every class 
in the civil service, cannot be more onerous 
than those of # soldier in the fleld, and 
that the clerks, etc,, of public offices 
should for the future receive only a 
soldier's pay, varying from ten to twenty 
sous a day, with the recommendation that 
their hours of work be doubled. Another 
knot of philosophers carried unanimously 
a resolution, that disciplined armies were 
the curse of nations, and the ‘rain of 
France, Proof: it was a disciplined army 
capitulated at Sedan, it was irregulars that 
conquered the glories of 1792.

It is their priy- 
ilege to sell these tempting nothings in 
temporary wooden huts, allowed to be run 
up on the principal boulevards for a week 
before and another following New Year's 
day, Their shanties are being erectad, and 
the fair is to goon all the same. But 
where are the mothers, children and money 
this year? e 

The Prussians are very wide-a-wake 
boys. Outside the fortifications of Paris, 
troops of wandering dogs have for weeks 
been roaming, seeking their owners who 
haye gone out to battle,

is kept in first-class stylo. All the factories 
and mills are in full blast, giving employ- 
ment to a large number of men. Amongst 
the improvments of last year is a new tan- 
nery erected by Mr. Wm. Bragg. Its di- 
mensions are 40x40 feet, the lower storey is 
of stone; a new improved water wheel has 
been put in, and all of the machinery is of 
the newest and most improyed description. 
The foundry formerly worked by Mr. Gar- 
rett, is now under the superintendence of 
Mr. John Bragg. The water power here is 
net excelled by any other place in the 
County, and there is room for additional 
manutactories. Being the principal depot 
of the Hon. Billa Flint’s lumber traffic, 
there 1s always in the winter season a much 
larger amount of business done than in the 
summer, 

By the way, the lumber business this 
Winter 18 more extensive than it has been 
for several years past, and up to the present 
everything has been favorable for lumber- 
ing opervtions. The number oflogs which 
will be got out by the Hon. B. Flint this 
winter is about 60,000; these with the 
number got out Inst year still in the river, 
will ainount to about 115,100 logs owned by 
this gentleman alone, Add to these the 
logs belonging to Messrs, Rathbun, Gil- 
mour & Co., Ross, Sutherland, Bleeker, 
Stinson and Lewis, of last year aad this 
yeur, and wo will have logs enough to fill 
the river from its mouth to Corby’s Milla, 
To prevent doing damage by the spring 
freshets, strong booms have been made at 
different points, so that unless we have 
such & freshet as last season, no damage 
need be apprehended, 


There is a strong conviction pervading 
the micds of experienced miners, that the 
gold region of North Hastings will yet turn 
out to be profitable, A gentleman named 
Wheeler, who bas had considerable experi-~ 
ence In California and British Columbia, 
hus been experimenting for some time back 
with the quartz found io the mine near the

The lowest temperature during Tuesday night

Crops in Red River, 


From the Manitoba News-Letter. 
We are frequently asked to give data for 
the genera] statements made about the ex~ 
traordinary yield of the crops in this Pro- 
vince, and we are glad to be able now to 
give afew well authenticated instances. 
So many of our most practical men have 
been engayed in politics that we have been 
upable to get many figares relating to last 
year’s operations ; but we have obtained a 
copy of an article intended for publication 
a year ago, which will supply'some of the 
desired information. It was prepared by a 
gentleman whose business led him to visit 
almost every house inthe Settlement, and 
as be speaks of what he saw himself, his 
notes are to be fully relied upon. e 
Mr. Nejl Henderson, of Kildonan Parish, 
sowed 1} bushels of common Red River 
wheat, ang as two bushels or over are gen- 
erally sown to the acre in this country, this 
would be about three-fourths of an acre, 
Alaving occasion to use some wheat at once 
be bad this portion of his crop threshed 
out, and the product was 54 bushels of 
good clean grain. This is exactly 36 re- 
turns upon the bushel sown, or about 70 
bushels per acre, : 
Mr. H. also took up 96 bushels of pota- 
toes from 24 bushels planted, besides using 
from the same crop for table use since Au- 
gust. 
Mr. Wm. Fraser threshed out 711 bushels 
of wheat from $4 bushels sown, 
Mr, Wm. Vincent obtained 208 bushels 
from 19 bushels sown. 
Altogether the yield has been wonder- 
fully good in Kildonan, and wherever we 
have enquired we have found no return 
leas than 83 bushels to the acre, 


Reports from the Assiniboine country are 
equally encouraging, One farmer at Head. 
ingly reaped 242 bushels of wheat trom 12 
bushels sown. Mr, Andrew Boyd sowed 
two quarts of buckwheat as an experiment, 
and managed to save7 bushels return, He 
reports that be lost nearly one-half bia 
crop trom some cause which we do not re- 
member. No matter, he should be satisfied 
with his 7 bushels.

The importance of 
tho queation has never yor sufficiently arres 
ted the attention of the leading men of this 
county, as & preconcoived opinion of the | 
nofitness of the whole of (ve great Ottawa 
District to support an agricultural popula 
ion, hind prevailed wmonget all classes in 
the sertied dia nict, Phis erroncous idea 
has been loscered, extended, and invariably 
supported by parties whose interest it is to 
mislead the public mind, 30 a8 to keep 
back emigration and prevent the settlement 
of the wild lauds, We reter to those em- 
pioyed io the lumber business, 


Lumbering und settiementare, under the 
present systein of Legislation, antagonistic, 
and these two subjectal wish to handle in 
a series of communications, and as they are 
too closely connected to be separated, I 
shall jotroduce each as it answers my pur- 
pose, vod shall endeavor to show that these 
interests ure made by an absurd policy to 
be totally ut variance. That the back coun- 
try may bo setiled, that it can support an 
agricultural population, and that if it were 
settled, it would reimburse the country u 
thousand fold for all expenditure in making 
roads und even railways, 

By taking a bee line from the city of 
Ottawa to the town of Collingwood, on the 
Georgian Bay, a distance of not much over 
200 miles, we shall,in a great measure, 
divide the settled country from the unset- 
tled or wild land, On the south of this line 
one of the most prosperous, industrious, 
and peaceful communities exists, that can 
be found ou this planet. To the north of 
this bee-ling we wish to take the reader; 
this ia the rubicon,at which vested interests 
demand that civilization must stop! We 
wish to excite an interest in this matter to 
rouse the intelligence of the country to the 
truth, and cause it to assail this vast terri- 
tory with life and vigour, Within the

Qn the other hand, many 
bundred settlers in the face of all difficulty 
and discouragemeut, are now in flourishing 
circumstances, of which, before I conclude 
this correspondence, I will give ample proof 
by testimony direct from some of them.— 
The majority of these are located from 50 
to 100 miies North of Belleville, and have 
emigrated from Renfrew,Pembroke and the 
Ottawa. In these directions emigrants have 
not to face tho insane clamour that is direc- 
ted aguinst them as soon as the discovery 
is made thht their destination is for the 
back woods. Even.up to the last summer 
those who came through the Belleville 
District were assailed with the most fearful 
accounts of the terrors of the back country, 
Now, if the same wise individuals were ac~ 
quainted with the amount of ridicule, and 
in fact contempt with which thoir memory 
ia heated, they would, for their future inter- 
ests, learn to give reasonable and correct 
information, or, it as dull and incapable as 
they ure supposed to be, would allow the 
emigrant to follow better advice.

Terms of Capitulation, 

The only information from the seat of 
war contained in the miduight dispatches, 
1s the following : 

New York, Jan. 26.—“A special des- 
patoh to the Herald, dated Versailles, Jan, 
24th (evening) says: 

“ M, Favre, it is reported, is discussing the 
terme of capitulation with Count Bismarck. 
‘The German demands are said to be as 
followa:—Tho forta to be garrisoned by 
Germans ; the regulars and Gardea Mobile 
to be sent to Germany; tho province of 
Champagne to be held as a pledge for the 
payment of war expenses ; Alsace and Lor: 
raine to be yielded to Germany ; Paris to 
receive no garrison for its protection; the 
city to be confided to the National Guards, 
who will not be disarmed ; the Germans will 
then negotiate the terms of peace,and France 
will be left to reconstruct tha Government, 
These propoaltions are combatted on the 
side of the French as too severe [t is un- 
koown at this hour what abatement may 
take place.

A Coal Pit on Fire for a Hun- 
dred Years. 


From the London News, 


One of the most curious phenomena in 


at the Bank Colliery, near Rotherham, the 
property of Earl Fitzwilliam. This pit 
caught fire 100 years ago,and ull the efforts 
ofthe workmen at the time, and subso- 
quently, have been quite ineffectual to ex- 
tinguish it, A short time ago it was ascer-~ 
tained that tho flames were Approaching 
the bottom of the shaft, and it was then 
resolved, if possible, to stay {heir progress, 
so that they might not extend to other 
parts of the workings, Atlength the Su 

perintendont of the colleries, Mr, ‘T. Oooper 
conceived the idea of building a wall to 
shut in the fire, andin order to ascertain 
tho best site for this wall, several of the 
officials crept on their hands and knees, 
through the dense stifling smoke, as far as 
possible into the workings. Their efforts 
Were successful, and a wall is now com- 
pleted nearly 1,000 yards in length, and 


varying from nine inches to five feet in 
thickness, At distances varying from 80 to 
50 yards metal pipes have been in

Improve your Sheep. 


(Arom Hearth and Home.) 


Most men who breed sheep are accus- 


tomed to isolate the rams about the Ist of 


August, and then return them to the flock 
again about the Ist of November, or later, 


as the latitude may determine, 


“Through the middle tier of States, the 
Ist of April is probably the best time for 
spring lambs. The mothers need green 
food as sogp as may be after their youny 
are pana f aod that is generally ready 
ready from the 20th of the month to the 
Istof May. Furtbor north, the middle of 
the month is early enough, as the weather 
js colderjand theatarting of the grass much 
more backward. 

To keep the flock constantly improving, 
the first necessity is to change bucks fre- 


quently. 

We would suggest every year if it is 
possible, to make a selection from a foreign 
flock that shall equal your own, 

Another way is to hire a thorough bred 
ram at any reasonable cost, and thereby 
introduce into yonr floek blood that will 
improve it, always keeping Jn mind, when 
the selection of a sire is made, what you 
propose to do with the progeny that shall 
come from this animal, Ooe whose sim 
is to get good and early lambs for market 
would notintroduce merino blood: or if 
he wanted fine wool, neither a Cotswold or 
Southdown, 

Not less in importance 1s breeding from 
the best ewes. Any flock of sheep will de 
teriorate unless the best ao saved for 
breeders, Seven seasons are enough for 
ayen the best of sheep to be used for moth- 
era. After nine years old, they lose so 
much of their vitality and their milk pro- 
dacing qualities, that the lainbs are gener- 
ally below the average. As soon as as the 
Iambs are weaned—which should be by the 
middle of September, if they were born in 
the middle of April —all the ewe sheep in 
flock that are not of suitable age, of suit- 
able form, and of suitable health, for 
mothers, should be taken out, aud in some 
way bedisposed of, They can generally 
be fattened in the fall or early Winter, and 
either sold to the butcher, orf the number 
ig not too large, can be consumed in’ the 
family, in lieu of more saleable but not 
more nutritious meats. 

‘The place of these thus discarded should 
be ulways filled from the best of the lambs, 
if it is desirable to keep the flocks about 
the samesize. Hundreds of tarmers who 
sell early lambs are guilty of the folly uf 
selling the bést, and allowing those that 
will not sell to go through the winter, aud 
eventually become mothers. This would 
seem to be a saying, butit is, instead, a 
suicide. When the best are saved for 
breeders,the flock is constantly improving; 
when the poorest are permitted to become 
such, there is a gradual deterioration, and 
4n ultimate (to use an expressive phrase) 
running out. 

No farmer is worthy the name and age 
who is not always on the alert to muke 
both his farm and the stock opon it better. 
Tt does not require capital to do this as

The price of the meersubaum is according 
to the sizeof the fragments, which are 
wrapped ip cotton and~sent from Asia 
Minor to Constantinople in boxes borne by 
pack horses. From the Turkish capital: 
they are forwarded to Semlin, and thence 
by way of Pesteto Vienna, which is the 
chief market for the article, In the manu- 
facture the so-called inferior pipe bowls 
are made from the refuse pieces, and are 
distinguished by connoisseurs from the 
best by their greater weight and imperfect 
coloring when smoked. caw 

The commerce in meerschaum is very 
considerable, not merely in the raw ma- 
terial bat inthe manufactured article, as 
the value of the pipe may be enhanced to 
any value by. carving.

The Times, in the courea of its 
says: 

€The tishery dispute with the Canadians 
is one which, in yarious forms, goes back 
beyond living memory. There is nothing 
more prolific of quarrels than a fishery 
ground, where the natives of the neighbor- 
ing coast are the gamekeepers, and all other 
fishermen are poachers. The Presidenc 
speaks with some bitterness of ‘the Colonial 
authority known as the Dominion of Cana- 
da,’ and says that ‘this semi-independent 
but irresponsible agent has exercised its 
delegated powers in an unfriendly way.’ 
But we are glad to observe that unfriendli- 
ness seems to be, forthe most purt, potential 
rather than active. The statutes of the 
Dominion of Canada, it is said, assumo a 
broad and untenable jurisdiction over the 
vessels of the United States, and authorize 
the condemnation of a yessel under certain 
conditions, but ‘it is not known that any 
condemnations have been made under this 
statute.’ The President proposes to punt 
the Canadiaus by measures conceived in 
the narrowest spirit of retalintion, and likely 
as any political eoonomist would inform him 
to do quite as muoh harm to the States as to 
the Dominion. Such 1s the prohibition of 
the transit of goods, wares, and merchandise 
in bond acrossthe territory of the United 
States to Canada—a prohibition which would 
roi the trade of some of tae northern ports ; 
such is alsothe suspension of the laws 
wheseby the yessols ofthe Dominion of 
Canada are permitteda to enter the water of 
the United States, We are not disposed to 
admit either tho charge of hostility advanced 
agaist the Dominion or that of an abnega~ 
tion of duty in favor of an irresponsible 
colony which is implied againet the Home 
Goyernment. On both questions, end par- 
ticularly that of the navigation of the St. 
Lawrence, the moat liberal views are thoro 
which find the moat fayor among tho freo~ 
trading statesmen and logislatora of thie 
country. Who will believe that we Who im. 
port yearly so many millions’ worth of flour 
from the Western States wish to hamper the 
trade of the t Lakes ?

We 
will analyze the restrictions and show what 
is the Hon, Commissioner’s idea of freedom, 
In the first place, the settler must be ame- 
nable to ‘Orders in Council;’ these may 
prejudice his interestw or not, as the casu 
may Thisis the Crown Lands ster 
chamber, whence issues edicts to suit the 
times and render the general laws uncer- 
tain, ‘Orders in Council from time to 
timo,’ that isthe ruleand articles of his 
fate } The following reservations are made 
at preaont by this institution : 

1st reservation—All mines. 

Qnd reservation—All minerals, 

Srd reseryation—All pino trees, 

4th reservation—Any Government road 
or roada may be cut through his land with- 
out compensation, 

Sth roservation—Adll gravel or timber for 
making roads, 

6th reservation —Other materials, 

7th reservation—Lumberers to have the 
right of taking off all his pine trees. 

8th reservation—Lumberera to have the 
right of making roads through his property. 

9th roservation—All waters, 

10th reaeryation—Tho settler has ao pow- 
er to soll under five years if he wished to 
leave. 

Bo much for ‘Orders in Council.’ We 
will now turn to the Free Grant Act for a 
continuation of reservations ; 

11th reservation—Any quarry, 

12th reservation. - Any bed of stone. 

18th reseryation—Any marble. 

14th reseryation—Any gypsum. 


Hence it must be clearly seen that the 
aottler has a Free Grant of nothing, (how 
thankful he ought to he) us by a nimble 
shuffling of the cards all (everything) is 
reserved, but in cage any advantages should 
have been omitted, we have the saving 
clause ‘ other materials,’ This is the yaunt- 
ed Froo Grant land of Oanuda, 

Wo may now perceive, also, that the in- 
terests of the settler and the lumberer aro 
thrown into complete opposition ; the lum- 
berer will certainly clear off the pine within 
the flye yeurs allowed him, but how will 
the system work? The settler is impressed 
that ho bas no interest in preserving the 
pine, therefore, rather than have his pro- 
porty overrun by the lumbermen, he will 
destroy the whole by fire—a very simple 
process in the woods. We are stating facts, 
and shall not withhold the truth. No soon- 
er does the dry season commence than the 
whole Canadian atmosphere 1s obscured 
with the dense volumes of smoke rolling up 
from the back woods; some of these fires 
originate from the ordinary burning of ‘a 
‘fallow,' some an acci@ental (7 perhaps)

—the loss of Mont Avron grieved, but bas 

not dispirited them—and they still hope 

against hope, for armies of reliet from the 

provinces, But what is more paintal than 

all, is the oews that Trochu is about be- 

coming “one more unfortunate,” in tle 

hjstory of the unsuccessful. He has hever 

been held to be a brilliant man, but no one 
questioned his being an honest one. Ha 

was rash enough to announce long ago, he 

had a‘ plan” for raising the siege, but he 

miscalculated the force of German tenacity 

and dogged resistance. Opinion in Paris 

is rapidly changing aguinst him, and the 

Temps, one of the few serious journals in 

the city leads the attacks. Pamphlets are 
bunded about the streets denouncing him. 

He is governor of Paris, and president of 
the provisional government. He stands 
well with the National Guard, but General 
Vinoy who uppears to be the rising sun, 
is the darling of the Mobiles and the regu- 
lars, Vinoy differs from Trochu in not 

being a politican—he is a braye old soldier 

and would be severe where his rival is mild, 

bold where be is prudent, It would bea 
sad finale to the heroic endurance of the 
Parisians, if civil and military anarchy di- 

vided them. In such a calamity, the sup- 
ply of food, and the Prussian shells would 

become ciphers in the period for a capitu- 

lation. 

Bourbaki, with his formidable army of 
200,000 men, intending to march from 
Nevers to Versailles, appears at present tbe 
most favorable chances for doing What can 
be done for Paris in the way of rehof, He 
acems inclined to leaye to, Garibaldi the 
defence of bia right wing, keeping the 
enemy employed with the cost. Chauzy 
has won successful skirmishes in assuming 
the offensive before Le Mans, but it is sur- 
mized, the Germans, under the Duke of 
Mecklenbourg, are too strong for his young 
troops—nnd Prince Frederick Obarles pro» 
mises to follow in the wake, both of Bour 
boki and Chauzy. Itis a groat thing for 
Faidberbe,to haye moved out to meet 
Manteuffel—" since the onemy would not 
come to him?’
